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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In essence Applicant argues "Contrary to the 
Office's assertion. Applicants submit that a terminal exchanging messages with a gateway to validate the identity of the terminal and to 
identify a pay-per-view event selected by a user, does not teach or suggest a terminal forming and transmitting to a server an upstream 
channel message that identifies a corresponding node in the scene in which the user request occurred. (See, final Office action at pages 
4-5). " page 14-15. Applicant also argues "no combinatiion of Bell,Augenbraun and Kostreski teaches or suggests 'the upstream channel 
message identifies a corresponding node in a three-dimentsional scence in which the user request occurred/ as recited in claims 21- and 
23" Examiner notes that for example, Bell teaches a specific node for representing a face expression and a body in a three-dimentional 
object. A receiver and a transmitter that can share, an animation that can be displayed by transmitting only motion data of the face and 
body models (fig.5 and page 7 third paragraph. While Kosteriski teaches a gateway 31 and terminal 100 exchanging messages to 
identify an event. The event being a program currently selected by a user (col. 25 lines 65-67), Therefore, the combined teaching of 
Bell.Augenbraun and Kostreski teach the applicant's argued limitation. Furthermore, Kostreski teaches "When the MPEG demultiplexer 
127 receives a packet containing that PID, it supplies information from the packet identified by the PID (the program map) to the CPU. 
From the program map, the CPU identifies the PID values for the video and audio for the program and instructs the demultiplexer 127 to 
supply those packets to the respective MPEG decoders 129, 131 to begin MPEG decoding of the selected pay-per-view event for 
presentation to the user via the associated television set 75" col. 26, lines 27-41 . In response to applicant's argument that there is no 
suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the 
teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in 
the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071 , 5 
USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Applicant is directed to col. 
27, lines 1-45 and col. 28, lines 50 to col. 29 line 39.. 
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
